Let me say at the outset of 
this statement that I am a Muslim 
and a New Afrikan Freedom Fighter. 
Both positions leave me out of the 
jurisdiction of this court and make 
these court proceedings null and 
void (illegal). 

As a Muslim I am subject to 
the laws of the Qur'an which clearly 
tells me to fight oppression. To 
enjoin what is right and to forbid 
what is wrong. As a Freedom Fighter, 
fighting for the freedom, liberation 
and self-determination of my people, 
the United Nations charter and all 
other legal bodies dealing with the 
subject of liberation of an oppres- 
sed people, recognize my right to 
wage armed struggle against my op- 
pressor. It is important to under- 
stand who I am and who my people are. 

I am the descendant of Afrikan 
slaves, brought. to this country in 
chains as captives of a brutal slave 
war waged against the Afrikan people. 
My people have been fighting for our 
survival, liberation and self- 
determination since the first Afrikan 
was illegally kidnapped and enslaved 
for the profit and the pleasure of 
the European. 

We the Afrikan descendants are 
now called citizens of the United 
States, but like everything else 
that has been forced on the Afrikan 
slaves and their descendants, we 
were never asked if that is what we 
wanted or needed. This title of

The 
rulers who have grown rich on gen~ 
erations of slave labor and slave 
wages violently imposed on Black 
people labels us as "criminals". 
The police forces of Amerika who 
have murdered 2,000 Third World 
people in the last five years and 
who flood the commmities with 
drugs say that we "have no respect 
for human life." 

We are neither terrorists or 
criminals. It is precisely be- 
cause of our love of life, because 
we revel in the human spirit, that 
we became freedom fighters against 
this racist and deadly imperialist 
system. 

The lesson of history is that 
Oppression calls forth rebellion: 
social structures that live off 
plunder, exploitation and degrada- 
tion mandate revolution. The 400

The coverage of this war has cœ- 
pletely liquidated the active role of 
the fighting forces of the Lebanese 
National Movement, who are fighting side 
by the side with the Palestinians against 
the zionist invasion. The media has 
also portrayed the PLO in Lebanon over 
the last seven years as gun wielding 
terrorists. In fact, what was graphi- 
cally portrayed in my visit to Lebanon 
is that the fight waged in 1975-6 and 
since to secure patriotic control over 
sections of Lebanon and West Beirut has 
for the first time brought a modicum of 
relief to the ‘Palestinian masses. Before 
then, the refugee camps were concentra- 
tion camps under the control of the 
Lebanese army. All movement in and out 
was controlled and limited. People were 
subjected to daily abuse and assaults 
hy armed troops. They were denied the 
most basic human services. Since 1976, 
the PLO has taken over the civil admi- 
nistration of the camps. They have 
established hospitals and clinics, 
schools, factories, sanitation, running 
water, and provided security against 
i A 

This statement was made in court on 
Sept. 20th by Kuwasi Balagoon, speaking 
for the October 20th Freedom Fighters, 
to express their solidarity with the 
Palestinian and Lebanese peoples in their 
struggle against zionism and us imperial- 
ism.

The mass organizations established 
by the PLO and each of its organizations 
provide for the basic needs of the Pale- 
stinian people and serve as institu- 
tions to educate and involve their people 
in the struggle.

All of these 
people talked about the dual role of 
their institutions: to serve the basic 
needs of their masses and to organize 
them to active participation in the 
struggle.

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Statement from the National Committee to Defend 
New Afrikan Freedom Fighters 


On September 30,'82 approximate- 
ly one year after being empanelled, 
the New York RICO (Racketeering In- 
formation and Corrupt Organizations) 
Grand Jury handed down an indictment 
charging political activist with 
conspiracy to rob banks and murder 
as a part of a racketeering enter- 
prise. The RICO Grand Jury, nor- 
mally used for criminals, is now 
employed as a tool to criminalize 
revolutionaries & supporters who 
are waging a National liberation 
struggle. 

This supersedes the March 27,'82 
indictment which charged Dr. Mutulu 
Shakur, Jamel "Eddie" Josephs, & 
Cecilio "Chui" Ferguson with con- 
spiracy. The latest indictment is 
broader & more specific, as to all- 
egations and has charged 3 addition- 
al activist. They are Sekou Odinga, 
who is presently refusing to part- 
icipate in the trials in Rockland 
County, Nehanda Abiodun & Susan 
Rosenberg. All are alleged to have 
participated in a number of robber- 
ies which allegedly took place ‘in 
the Bronx, Danbury, Conn., Manhat- 
tan, & Virginia. What these indict- 
ments represent is the U.S. govern- 
ment continuing attempt to destroy 
The Black Liberation Army & to set 
back the New Afrikan Independence 
Movement. 

After the first 2 months when 
The New York Terrorist Task Force 
falsely arrested & had to exonerate 
Fulani Sunni Ali & Eve Rosahn, & 
when no one would collaborate, they 
began to work on convincing Sol 
Brown and Yuonne Thomas that tney 
should become informants under their 
"Witness Protection Program". Be- 
cause of the vunerable position, 
both Brown & Thomas were in-indeed, 
Brown had been beaten & tortured & 
Thomas wno has a history of mental 
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problems-the U.S. government in a ‘ 
press release identified them as i 
confidential sources & based upon : 
alleged information from Brown & 
Thomas, which was later proven to 
be fabricated, was able to acquire, 
wire taps on The Acupunture Clinic, 
and other locations. It was from 4 
separate wiretap authorizations that 
that the U.S. government conspiracy 
takes form, based upon their analy- 
Sis of the taps. 

On March 26,'82 they staged a 
raid on BAANA on the pretext of ser- 


ving an arrest warrant on Dr. Sha- 
kur. However, the raid wasn't aim 
.ed at capturing Dr. Shakur, since 


their surveillance indicated that 

he was not present. But, infact, :

We are issuing this statement to ex- 
press our solidarity and unconditional 
support. for the New Afrikan Independence 
Movement. and its Freedom Fighters Sekou 
Odinga, Mutulu Shakur, Nehanda Abiodun, 
Eddie Josephs, and Chui Ferguson and 
revolutionary anti-imperialist Freedom 
Fighter Susah Rosenberg. These comrades

The indictment “is the outcome of the 
year-long "investigation" by the U.S.

Army on October 20th, 1981 in “yack, 

N.Y. The government's goal has been 

to wipe out the New Afrikan independence 
Movement, its leadership an to stop the 
growth and consolidation of the armed 
clandestine movement. The "investigation" 
has been characterized by the torture of 
New Afrikan Freedom Fighters Sekou Odinga 
and Solomon Brown; the beating of David 
Gilbert; the military assault on a Black 
farmhouse in Gallman, mississippi and the 
arrest of 2 New Afrikan women, 12 children 
and one grandfather; and the imprisonment 
of 5 New Afrikans and 3 white anti-imper- 
ialists for non-collaboration with the 
grand jury. The government and its re- 
pressive apparatus, have used a young 
Black woman who is a diagnosed schizo- 
phrenic against the New Afrikan Indepen- 
dence Movement and revealed in early July 
that it had been using a traitor, Peter 
Middleton, since the springtime. 


In contrast to the government's "in- 
vestigation" is the stance taken by 
New Afrikan Freedom Fighters Sekou Odinga 
and Kuwasi Balagoon and their anti-im- 
perialist allies Judith Clark and David 
Gilbert at the beginning of the pretrial 
hearings.

Nation.

"For 400 years, the rulers of this empire 
have used force of arms, terror and white 
supremacy to enslave, dominate and exploit 
Black people. For just as long, Black 
people have resisted and fought for their 
human rights and freedom. They have 
fought for land and independence as the 
only means to secure their rights as a 
people. The most far-sighted and class 
conscious white people have joined in 
solidarity with this struggle, as the 
only road to a society based in justice, 
equality and power to working people."

Today, we honor New Afrikan Freedom 
Fighters -- those who have been cap- 
tured, those who have died, and very 
importantly, those who are free and 
fighting from clandestinity. We honor 
them not so much because these comrades 
are heroic individuals, though they are 
indeed, but more because they are a 
spearhead for building a peoples war to 
achieve land and independence for the New 
Afrikan nation. We honor them most 
through our participation under their lead- 
ership in the fight against the imperialist 
state and white supremacy, our organizing 
toward the strategy of peoples war, and our 
striving to become revolutionary freedan 
fighters in the tradition of John Brown. 


To do so, we must fully commit ourselves 
as North American anti-imperialists to land 
and independence for the New Afrikan nation. 
This goal must be fully internalized and 
embraced by us, so that it becomes a bedrock 
principle of our organizing and struggle. 


_-Because we recognize it as a right of the

oppressed New Afrikan nation and the only 
means by which Black people will achieve 
human rights and self-determination. Because 
there can be no socialism, no justice, no 
equality until all oppressed nations held 
captive by the u.s. empire have won their 
liberation.

New Afrikan Freedom Fighter Day is a 
struggle to give life to these principles. 
Many white people who call themselves Marxi 
and revolutionaries will spare no effort to 
suppress this politics and reality.

condem their organized efforts to take the 
offensive as being too violent/anti-white/ 
narrow nationalist/adventurist. Not now/ 
not later/not ever. But the actual struggli

tradictions that confront us. It means 
rejecting reformism and gains based on the’ 
privileges of empire, seeing through the 
veneer of bourgeois democracy and .legalism 
to organize for illegality and revolution. 
This entails supporting the development of 
armed clandestine forces that give power 
and meaning to such a strategy. There is a 
life and death struggle being waged today 
to build the BLA, protect its fighters and 
build its ranks. We must support this with 
everything we have -—— with our very lives. 
There is a struggle to organize the armed 
clandestine forces of white revolutionaries 
fighting under the leadership of the New 
Afrikan Independence Movement -— the RATF. 
We must give ourselves to that. Our key 
responsibility is to fight for the right 
of self-determination for all oppressed 
nations, to fight white supremacy and 
organize white working class people to 
participate in all aspects of revolution, 
including armed struggle. All our work 
must consciously build toward the strategy 
of peoples war. 


These historic tasks require our own 
transformation, as individuals, organi- 
zations and a movement. We are not 
talking about individuals leading easy 
lives or achieving power and prestige x 
through the movement. The struggle 
involves our lifetimes and our lives. 

We will only be able to get through the 
hardest times if we develop a collec- 

tive consciousness, a proletarian 
internationalist consciousness, deeply 
identifying with all oppressed and 

exploited people and if we understand that 

we are fighting imperialism that we develop 
real love and faith in all struggling 

peoples and true hatred for and understanding 
o£ the nature of the enemy. To do all this, 
we must place our movement under the strategic 
leadership of the national liberation struggles. 


In our struggles, amongst ourselves and 
those we are organizing, we must encourage 
honesty and openess to promote full discus- 
sion of people's questions, doubts and 
problems. But we must fight against liberal- 
ism, so that airing of these problems is for 
the purpose of becoming more organized, 
activated and committed. We say this from 
our experience since our capture on October 
20th. There has been a sharp division among 
white "left" forces.

The following biographies are taken trom 
statements written by the Freedom Fighters. 


Sekou Odinga 
Sekou Odinga is a New Afrikan Freedom 
© Fighter, a Muslim, a citizen of the Repub- 
lic of New Afrika. After an arrest in 
1961, Sekou spent 2 years at Comstock, 
Great Meadows Prison. While he was there, 
the New Afrikans rioted inside the prison 
to protest racist conditions and segre- 
gated service and sports facilities. ‘The 
head sargeant's picture appeared in the pa- 
(per with the k.k.k. Following the riot, 
ithe prison was integrated. It was during 
‘his time at Comstock that Sekou first read 
‘the political writings of Malcolm X. After 
‘being paroled, Sekou joined the organiza- 
ition founded by Malcolm, the Organization 
; Of Afro-American Unity. 
‘ In 1965, after the assassination of Mal- 
‘colm X, Sekou founded the Grassroots Advi- 
sory Council, a self-help program to raise 
‘the educational level of Black people and 
į increase community control over poverty 
program funds. Two years of this work 
{left Sekou frustrated, and he organized 
;people's militia to demand community 
control of poverty program funds since few 
grass roots people were getting jobs. 


¥ 
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In 1967 Sekou first learned of the Black 
¿Panther Party. One year later, he met 
‘Bobby Seale, Chairman of the BPP, and helped 
¿organize the New York City Panther chapter. 
{1969 began the F.B.I. COINTELPRO conspiracy 


against the New York Panthers. In January, 
the N.Y.P.D. framed Sekou for several l 
shootings and he went underground. He be- 
came a consistent target for police haras- ; 
sment and conspiracy. In April came 
the fabricated Panther 21 indictment 

and the city-wide sweep of the Panther 
Party leadership. A short time later, an 
informer tipped the NYPD and FBI as to t 
Sekou's whereabouts. Revolutionaries from 
Harlem, the Bronx and Brooklyn were jailed.; 
Sekou fled and went underground. A short. 
time later, an informer tipped the NYPD 

and FBI as to Sekou's whereabouts. He was 
able to escape from a police raid ona 
Brooklyn apartment and was forced further 
underground, surfacing in the summer of 

1970 in Algiers with the Black Panther 

Party International Section. 

Through the International Section, the ; 
Black Panther Party achieved the status of , 
a Liberation Movement and developed re- | 
lations with African Liberation Movements — | 
MPLA, SWAPO, FRELIMO, and others —- as well . 
as with North Korea, Vietnam, and Eastern >

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In the mid-1970s, Sekou returned to the 
U.S. to organize and work with revolutionary . 
forces here, and to help build the Black 
Liberation Army. 


On October 23, 1981, Sekou and Mtayari i 
Shabaka Sundiata were ambushed in a shoot- 
out with a Queens police task force of the 
NYPD and FBI. Mtayari was assassinated; 
Sekou was captured and severely tortured.

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Biographies of the October 20th Freedom Fighters 


Judy Clark grew up in New York City and 


has been in the anti-imperialist struggle 
for over 15 years. "As a young high 
school student...I grew to consciousness 
through participating in the civil rights 
movement, particularly in the militant 
struggles waged by the Black community 
against the racist education system." 
From that starting point, Judy became 
active in the anti-Vietnam war movement, 
joining the Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) and building an anti-im- 
perialist women's group at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. " Our anti-war politics 
had grown to an anti-imperialist under- 
standing that we were fighting a 

system that had to be overturned and 
transformed, and that national liberation 
struggles, led by the Vietnamese, were 
the vanguard of the international prole- 
tarian revolution." It was the revolu- 
tionary example of women freedom fighters 
throughout the world that guided the stra- 
tegy for the liberation of women — only 


through the total transformation of society. 


"By the early 1970s, u.s. imperialism 
faced imminent defeat in Vietnam, while 
Third World movements led in revolution- 
izing and broadening the struggle here and 
initiated organized armed struggle. U.S. 
imperialism escalated its counter—insur- 
gency warfare. The murders and imprison- 
ment of Black and Puerto Rican revolution- 
aries pushed us to confront the terms of 
war in amerika. I went underground as 
part of the Weather Underground Organiza- 
tion. In so doing, I was part of a move- 
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went of thousands of people who waged armed 
attacks against u.s. imperialism fron 
within the empire. By 1971 I was arrested 
and jailed." 


For the next several years, Judy worked 
in support of the prison struggle, de- 
fending political prisoners and Prisoners 
of War, and against COINTELPRO. Starting 
in 1978, as a member of May 19 Communist 
Organization, she struggled to build "re- 
volut ionary organization and practice," 
organizing "working class people to fight 
imperialism as our enemy, to struggle a- 
gainst the organized forces of white su- 
premacy and to build solidarity with the 
struggles for national liberation and so- 
cialism...By March 8, 1980, on Interna- 
tional Women's Day, we joined with forces 
from the New Afrikan liberation movement 
to celebrate the liberation of Assata 
[Shakur] and the victory of independence 
in Zimbabwe!” 


"While the work of a public organiza- 
tion such as May 19th is critical, I had 
come to recognize the necessity for white 
revolutionaries to begin now to develop 
a scientific practice of waging armed 
struggle against imperialism under the 
leadership of the New Afrikan liberation 
struggle. In forging the Black Libera- 
tion Army, New Afrikan forces are estab- 
lishing the kernel and precedent that can 
lead toward the strategy of People's War 
to win liberation for the New Afrikan na- 
tion. Their call to white anti-imperial-~ 
ists to build solidarity at the highest 
level meant redefining my own priorities. 
The Revolutionary Armed Task Force is a 
positive development that provides an 
example to other white revolutionaries 
who recognize the bankruptcy of reform 
and empire, and the necessity to strug- 
gle as full allies of the national libera- 
tion struggles.” 


It is with this understanding that 
Judy has refused to collaborate in any 
way with the state since her capture ‘ 
on Oct. 20, 1981, and has now made the 
decision not to participate in this 
“trial.” 


"The experiences of my work, along 
with a struggle for science makes me 
a revolutionary optimist." e 


David Gilbert was raised in a Boston 
suburb. "In 1960, at the age of 15, I be- 
came aware of the Civil Rights struggle. 

In the same period, I was upset to learn 
that 'my' government was feverishly pro- 
ducing weapons of nuclear destruction and 
that the u.s. supported (usually installed) 
every murderous dictator favorable to u.s. 
business interests in the Third World. The 
first thing I did when I got to college 
was to join the campus chapter of the Con- 
gress of Racial Equality." 


It was the reality of the oppression of 
Black people, but more importantly of their 
culture and history of resistance that 
challenged tħe liberalism that defined 
David's politics. 1965 proved to be a 
critical turning point — hearing Malcolm X 
shortly before he was assassinated, and 
responding to the u.s. bombing of North 
vietnam. He became a founder of the 
Columbia University Vietnam Committee and 
Students for a Democratic Society. 


"In this period, I had to reject my 
once strong commitment to pacificism —- 
not without a lot of anquish and trauma. 
Pacificism had provided me with a cer- 


- tain moral security, a guarantee of per- 


sonal purity. But I had to deal honestly 
with the following reality: By far the 
greatest form of violence is the social 
violence of hunger, disease and outright 
repression throughout the u.s.—dominated 
‘free world.' Every peaceful attempt at 
significant change gets brutally smashed. 
It one really cares about human life, one 
has to find more effective ways to fight 
to overthrow the system." 


For several years David studied the 
science of Marxism-Leninism, struggling 
to apply it to his understanding of u.s. 
imperialism and to his organizing work. 
But he approached it from a totally aca- 
demic and intellectual view. 


"The TET offensive in Vietnam, the de- 
velopment of revolutionary Black Nation- 
alist organizations and the Black urban 
uprisings of 1968, brought reality crash- 
ing back into focus." After leaving 
Columbia he joined Weatherman "based on 
a politics that emphasized the leađing role 
of national liberation within and without

the current 'u.s.' borders and the impor- 
tance of the white movement acting in mili- 
tant solidarity.. In the spring of 1970, 
many of us went underground." 


After an extended process of political 
struggle to overturn an incorrect and white 
supremacist line, the Weather Underground 
Organization broke up 1976. After 7 1/2 
years underground, David returned to open : 
political work in Denver, Colorado. There ’, 
he had the opportunity to do solidarity ; 
work with the ChicanoMexicano struggle ; 
and the Puerto Rican Independence Movement '

WHO ARE NEW AFRIKAN FREEDOM FIGHTERS? 


New.Afrikan freedom fighters represent the first point of 
resistance for the Black Nation. Under different varia- 
tions and interpretations, they represent the continuity 
of our struggle for self-determination. They are contem- 
porary manifestations of the examples of struggle that 
constitute our national legacy. They represent the uncon- 
querable will of our people that enabled us to survive the 
most brutal form of oppression the world has known. 
Simultaneously, New Afrikan Freedom Fighters ex- 
emplify our recognition of the need to confront and van- 
quish our oppressors. 

The fact that many different freedom fighters belong to 
various organizations and represent different styles of work 
only points to the need to establish UNITY in the army. The 
differences should be handled from an internal strategy. 

The Black nation should be mobilized and organized to 
support its freedom fighters wherever they are. In the 
spirit of national unity, survival and liberation these 
comrades have faced the enemy demonstrating the 
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willingness to sacrifice their lives and families. These 
comrades have put the survivat of the Black nation above 
themselves and have served notice that there will never 
be another Black Holocaust. 

The background of our freedom fighters varies—com- 
ing from differing sectors of our nation from the 
streets, college campuses, doctors, lawyers and everyday 
workers. Our soldiers and freedom fighters have crossed 
class and sex lines, united in their motivation to defend 
the Black nation and give aid to freedom loving people 
the world over. 

This analysis of who are our freedom fighters does not 
try to run from internal contradictions but establishes 
the primary point of unity and its importance at this 
time. The fascist regime is presently engaged in aneffort 
to distort our goals in order to squash public support and 
alienate the community from the combatants. Our op- 
pressors hope to smash the spirit of our freedom 
fighters—this they will never do. Unity among our vari- 
ous combatants and community support will enable us to 
withstand their onslaughts. 
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WHAT DO THEY REPRESENT? 

When we talk of freedom fighters for the Black nation and 

Black survival we’re talking of individuals who fit at least 

one of six categories: i 
(1) Those brothers and sisters who have evaluated the 
position of resistance to our oppression from every an- 
gle and decided we must join the ranks of every other 
self-respecting nation in the world. In order to do this 
they have decided that a common army is needed. An 
army that has no other goal but to protect the lives and 
the goals of defined and undefined Black Nation. 

LONG LIVE ALL UNDERGROUND ARMIES! 


(2) Those individuals who represent community organ- 
izations that are involved in the day to day effort to gain 
social and political goals for the Black Community in 
spite of the pressure put upon them by the u.s. govern- 
ment. They attempt to establish self-respect among the 
Black population and try to create role models for our 
youth. This group protects the community leaders and 
youth from thebrunt of the daily disrespect our nation 
has to tolerate. THEY serve notice that oppression will 
be resisted. We call this force the National People’s 
Militia. Because this force is visible and ever present it 
has been plotted against, entrapped, and forced to uti- 
lize its training to defend themselves as well as the 
community. So the ultimate sacrifice of one’s life and 
family are evident in this area of activity. Although the 
style of work in this area may be different from that 
previously mentioned the sacrifice and consequences 


are the same. 
LONG LIVE THE PEOPLE’S MILITIA! 
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(3) In this category are the brothers and sisters who 
train and study, and live so called normal lives! When 
they see the writing on the walls—of escalating oppres- 
sion and the underground coming under attack and 
comrades are being killed—they brush up on their 
training and join the ranks to replenish the army. 
THAT’S why there will never again be uncontested 
violence unleashed on our nation. 

LONG LIVE THE UNDERGROUND RESERVES! 


(4) These are the brothers and sisters who resist as 
opposed to submitting to the oppression and trickery of 
the state. They refuse to collaborate (RAT) and entrap 
fellow freedom fighters. THEY refuse to distort the 
moral code that.must guide our people. THEY com- 
mand much praise. They may or may not have madethe 
ultimate decision to sacrifice everything, but when 
faced with supporting the Black nation or supporting 
self they cry out take my freedom but you will not take 
my pride or heritage. THEY remind us: 

“the struggle for humanity is the continuing battle of 
one’s life, and one loses a bit of that humanity with 
every state compromise made to any authority one 
does not respect.”

(5) In the course of escalated oppression with escalated 
resistance those who become targets of the state need 
to live and survive among the people in order to con- 
tinue their area of work in the struggle. THE people 
responsible for their survival in an organized and spon- 
taneous support, carry on the tradition of HARRIET 
TUBMAN and the Underground Railroad. 
LONG LIVE THE 
UNDERGROUND RAILROAD! 


(6) A point to remember is that Prisoners of War repre- 
sent the historical events in our struggle. They lay the 
foundations, by their example, upon which we build 
our armed struggle. It is from the aforementioned 
areas from which they’ve emerged. With the loss of 
physical freedom they resist with all their mental, 
spiritual and intellectual power. We have seen that 


when the physical opportunity becomes available the ; 
examples of Attica, Soledad, San Quentin, Marion, and ` 


Pontiac prison rebellions demonstrate their continued 
will to push forward the spirit of our resistance. We 
must never forget our POW’s. WE must demand thei: 
release and recognize their status as POWs. In recog: 
nizing their status as POW’s we are recognizing ow 
legitimate right to national liberation. THEY are thi 
light on the hill, a representation of what we are build 
ing—a strong BLACK principled nation. 
FREE ALL NEW AFRIKAN POW’s! 
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ON THE QUESTION OF ALLIES 


It is our clear understanding that a war is being waged 
against capitalism and imperialism, the major threat to 
the toiling masses of the world. Wars of national libera- 
tion constitute-the most significant forces for the dis- 
memberment of this monster. U.S./Zionist/Apartheid 
brands of imperial domination are being fiercely con- 
tested. The P.L:O,, F.L.N.C., S.W.A.P.O,, and PA.C. are 
engaged in life and death ‘struggles to extricate their 
nations from imperialism’s grip.

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"I am a Black man of forty-two years of 
age. Whom has devoted more than nineteen 
(19) years of [his] life in the defense 
of humanity, the Revolutionary struggle..." 
Solomon Brown worked for many years aS a 
teacher, where his ultimate concern was 
"creating-a direction for Black people to 
defend themselves economically, political- 
ly and socially." 


Later he became a member of the Black 
Economic Survival organization, which con- 
centrated its efforts on demanding employ- 
ment for Black and other oppressed peoples 
in the field of construction. From seeing 
the sacrifices that people were prepared 
to make in order to get a job, he under- 
stood that the root of the problem must 
be destroyed. 


"Due to my dis-satifaction of the in- 
creasing poor (poverish) conditions of 
Black and Puerto Rican communities, I de- 
cided to concentrate my efforts in fight- 
ing the increasing sales of drugs within 
all the Black and Puerto Rican camunities.. 
Whereas, I found this drug, cocaine, her- 
oin, LSD, methadone, pills, hashish, and 
marijuana to be a part of the conspiracy 
against the communities of Black and also 
Puerto Ricans." He worked during this 
period on establishing a detoxification 


- program to fight chemical genocide. He 


also worked with youth gangs to struggle 
with them to serve the community. This 
was very important to fighting the drug 
traffic that was capturing many of the 
youth gang members. 


As he became more and more aware of 
the plot to destroy the communities that 
‘made an effort to improve their environ- 
ments, he became active in the Nation of 
Islam and worked for many years with the 
N.O.I. 


"I became a citizen of the Republic of 
New Aftika in the year of late 1976. which, 
it has been my intention of building 
(construction) homes, schools ...an Econo- 
mical Freedom Bank, and to participate in 
the organizing of its structure. ..I decided 
to raise the necessary finances to pur- 
chase land, for the purpose of establishing 
workshops, a capitol [for the Republic of 


New Afrika], and a model for this city. "He 
also again found the need to build an edu- 
cational system to build the nation. In 
Solomon's words: "The Refinement of one's 
knowledge in experience can and will build 
the Republic of New Afrika." e 
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: Kathy Boudin 


Kathy Boudin grew up in a progressive 
home during the McCarthy period where she 
learned from her parents' resistance a- 
bout the terrorism of the fbi. Going to 
Cuba in 1960, she "looked at the United 
States through the eyes of oppressed peo- 
ple" and, there Cuban comrades struggled 
with her to understand the need for oppres~— 
sed and colonized people. to defend their 
rights through armed struggle. Three 
months later the u.s. led the Bay of Pigs 
invasion to try to overthrow the Revolu- 
tion, and from then until the current 
reign of u.s.-backed terror against the 
Palestinian national liberation struggle 
the lessons from the Cuban Revolution have 
been clear: "Because of u.s. imperialism, 
people have to fight to defend their 
right to eat, to work, to simply control 
their destiny.” 


„~ During the 1960s, while Kathy went to 
college, she was part of the civil rights 
movement and then became a community or- 
ganizer in Cleveland with SDS, working 
with white working class people fran Appa- 
lachia and then with Black women on wel- 
fare. "I went in as the organizer but 
left as the one who had been organized. 
They were incredible women who had to 


_ deal with such poverty in the middle of 


such a rich society; but they did not 
only survive, but created amongst each 
other a kind of cooperation and humanity 


‘that allowed tnem ‘to move forward. The 
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white people I had worked with suffered 
much of the same poverty, but they turned 
so much of their hatred inward, or else 
they blamed Black people, and clung to a 
loyalty to the government. ‘The Black wo- 
men more clearly blamed the system and 
identified with a history of resistance." 


As the Black power movement grew and 
Black nationalism became a nationwide 
force, many white activists were struggled 
with to return to the white community and 
organize. Kathy became active in the anti- 
war movement and draft counselling. In 
the spring of 1969, when the Panther 21 
were indicted, she became aware of the 
systematic brutality of the u.s. govern- 


ment's COINTELPRO strategy against the Black 


movement. It was particularly the example 
of the Vietnamese people that led her un- 
derstanding that not only could we partici- 
pate in defeating u.s. imperialism and its 
brutality, but we could build a better so- 
ciety. ‘The Black movement in this period 
broke the reactionary paralysis among white 
people that followed the McCarthy period, 
and inspired the white women's liberation 
movement and the building of anti-imperial~ 


ist struggle that targetted the u.s. govern- 


ment as our enemy. 


"I went underground in 1970. I was part 
of a movement of thousands who believed 
that the brutal war in Vietnam and the re- 
pression that Black people faced required 
an increased level of militant opposition 


that could only be developed Cclandestinely." 


During the 1970s she came to understand 
that the struggles of Third World people 
within the u.s. borders for national li- 
beration are key to overturning u.s. im- 
perialism and creating the possibility 
for socialism. She deeply believes that 
a women's movement is necessary for trans- 
forming the society and has been inspired 
by women such as Madame Binh, Lolita Le- 
bron and Assata Shakur. 


Speaking of the current period, she 
Says: "Certain things are clear: as long 
aS such terrible conditions exist for 
Black and Third World people inside this 
country, there will be resistance -~ both 
legal and visible as well as that built 
out of the eyes of the state.” e

Capt. Johnny Walker 


On July 1, 1844, Jonathan Walker, a 
white abolitionist, and a seaman, sailed 
with seven Black men in a small boat fram 
Pensacola, Florida Territory, for the Baha- 
mas and freedom. On July 8 they were cap- 
tured near Key West. The Black men were 
returned to their "owners". Walker was 
brought back to Pensacola in chains and 
punished in the famous "Branded Hand" tri- 
al as an example to all who would oppose 
slavery and help Black people. 

Walker was not a ship's captain but in 
fact a seaman who had written polemics 
against the abuses of officers and owners. 
He was a former New Englander who loved 
the south but hated slavery; a Christian; 

a white man who liked and respected Black 
people; and a militant, unyielding, and 
active abolitionist. 

On November 14 Walker was tried and con- 
victed of "slave stealing" on four separate 
indictments, sentenced to fifteen days in 
jail (he had already served four months), 
and a $150 fine (his bail was $10,000). 

Two days later he was placed in the public 
pillory for one hour. A slaveowner, George 
Willis, begged the crowd to pelt Walker 
with eggs but they refused, so he did it 
himself. 

Then Jonathan Walker was brought in- 
to the courtroom and branded with an SS 
(for slave stealer) on his right palm. On 
returning to jail Jonathan Walker was -` 
served with a writ for $106,000 in damages 
against Willis and another "wronged" slave- 
owner. This kept him in jail until May, 
when he tried unsuccessfully to escape. 

In May he was served with three more indict~ 
metns and went back to trial. But this time 
the jury, in spite of the efforts of the 
judge, fined him a total of $15 and ordered 
him released. By now the case had received 
international attention and Walker was re- 
ceiving expressions of support from around 
the world. 

Walker never lost his principles, and 
he saw his capture and punishment more as 
a trial, which he passed, than an ordeal. 
He never lost his hatred of slavery: “one 
of the greatest scourges against the well- 
being of man," or his dry humor: "Good 
care was taken that I should neither dance 
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nor play the fiddle, by closely confining 
both hands and feet in irons." 

He reserved his sharpest scorn for the 
pro-slavery northern press, which tried 
to attack the entire abolitionist move- 
ment by implying that he was a mercenary 
who had freed slaves for gain. In a warning 
that might apply to the press today, he 
said, "Let those who sport with the good 
feelings of others, and ridicule the efforts 
which are made to rescue the oppressed from 
the hands of the oppressor, remember that 
they, too, are accountable for the part they 
act, and for the influence they attempt to 
disseminate. Let them not build their hopes 
of the decline of the anti-slavery cause 
upon my failing to accomplish my under- 
taking..." 

Jonathan Walker was given the title 
Captain by Black people and abolitionists, 
as a-sign of respect, similarly to "Old 
Captain" John Brown. ,He never admitted , f 
before or after his trial, to helping slaves - 
escape at other times. 

He stands as another example of white 
people's resistance and opposition to the 
system of white supremacy. He understood i 
that commitment to the basic human rights 
and liberation of Black people requires 
militant struggle against the system of white 
supremacy and the state under the leader- 
ship of the Black liberation struggle. He 
is part of the tradition carried forward today 
by the white combatants of the Revolutionary 
Armed Task Force.

FBI Eavesdrops on Sundiata Acoli 


On Sunday, August 22, Anne Else, a legal 
aide for Attorney. Lennox Hinds of New York 
City, traveled ‘to the U.S. Penitentiary at 
Marion, Ill. to hold a legal meeting with 
Sundiata Acoli, a BLA P.O.W. confined 
there. During the meeting, two F.B.I. 
agents, a prison lieutenant, and a guard 
secreted themselves outside a concealed 
window and eavesdropped and spied on the 
meeting throughout the morning. 


Leonard Peltier, a Native American 
P.O.W. also confined at Marion, was being 
visited by his family at the time. He hap- 
pened to go to the Men's Room and disco- 
vered the F.B.I. and Marion guards eaves- 
dropping on Sundiata's visit. He alerted 
Sundiata to the illegal surveillance. The 
guards became outraged at Leonard and threa- 
tened to send him to the "hole." 


In an attempt to cover their tracks, the 
F.B.I. then demanded an immediate meeting 
with Anne Else on the pretense of checking 
her I.D. and affiliations with Attorney 
Lenox Hinds' law office. Marion is the 
most maximum secure prison in the U.S. 

The F.B.I. agents knew she could not have 
been inside the prison unless her legal 
aide status had already been cleared by 
a thorough F.B.I. security check. Their 
real motive was a veiled threat not to 
have a law suit filed against them for 
illegal surveillance as well as general 
intimidation. They failed their mission. 


PRISONERS EXPRESS NEWS SERVICS (PENS) 


Abdul Majid & Bashir Hameed 


On Tuesday, September 21, New Afrikan 
Freedom Fighters Abdul Majid (Anthony 
LaBorde) and Bashir Hameed (James York) 
were in court to be sentenced on the 
frame-up attempted murder charges they 
were convicted of in August (see last 
issue of Resistance). The courtroom 
was packed with press, police and many 
supporters of Abdul and Bashir. Despite 
orders from court guards, their suppor- 
ters stood up in solidarity with the 
freedom fighters when they entered the 
courtroom and refused to stand for the 


judge. 
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Judge Browne refused all defense mo- 
tions. The defense had brought motions 
to overturn the jury verdict because 
they were inconsistent verdicts and to 
stop the state from re-trying Abdul and 
Bashir on the murder charges for which 
they had already been acquitted. The 
judge refused to even discuss why he was 
refusing all defense motions or preventing 
defense attorneys from speaking. Browne 
then agreed to the prosecution's motion to 
hold a special hearing to approve the 
state's plan to sentence Abdul and Bashir 
as persistent felons, thus carrying a 
mandatory life sentence. That hearing 
is scheduled to take place on October 20 
in the Queens Criminal Court, Kew Gardens. 
Free Abdul and Bashir! 


Puerto Rico Grand Jury 


On Friday, Sept. 24, 1982, four members 
of the Movimiento de Liberacion Nacional 
(MLN) and a community activist/independen~ 
tista were indicted for criminal contempt 
of the grand jury. Four were arrested si- 
multaneously by squadrons of FBI agents: 
Julio Rosado, MLN-Puerto Rican Commission, and 
Andres Rosado were arrested in New York; 
Maria Cueto and Steven Guerra, both of the 
MLN~ChicanoMexicano Commission were arrested 
in Los Angeles and San Francisco respectively. 
Subsequently, Ricardo Romero, MLN-Chicano 
Mexicano Commission was arrested in Denver, 
Colorado. ‘They are all currently out on 
$50,000 non-secured bond and are due to 
appear on October 8, 1982 in Brooklyn 
Federal Court at 9:00 a.m. 


These same five hdd refused to testify 
on January 6, 1982 before a grand jury 
in the Eastern Districct, New York, em 
paneled to investigate the Puerto Rican 
independence movement and particularly the 
FALN. In January, the case was taken out 
of the hands of the federal judge and the 
customary “until you talk" coercive im- 
prisonment for contempt of the grand jury 
was not imposed. In the past this has 
meant up to 18 months in prison for all 
those who take the steadfast revolutionary 
position of non-collaboration with an 
enemy investigation aimed at destroying 
the Puerto Rican independence movement.

eminate sentence. This escalation by 
the U.S. is happening in the context of 
the heightening ‘development of mass and 
armed struggle for Puerto Rican indepen- 
dence and socialism. The Monday of the 
week of the 5 arrests, the FALN bombed 
Bankers Trust in New York City, pointing 
the finger at the U.S. for the bestial 
massacre of Palestinians in refugee camps 
in Lebanon. This’ same week the U.S. was 
scurrying around the U.N. threatening 
nations to not vote for the Decoloniza— 
tion Committee resolution that calls for 
discussion of Puertb Rico's colonial sta- 
tus in the General Assembly. 

As the struggle for Puerto Rican Inde- 
Pendence intensifies so will the need of 
the U.S. to annihilate it. Support these 
comrades for their leadership in refusing 
to be coopted and continuing to fight! Or- 
ganize and build an anti-imperialist move- 
mente that unmasks U.S. legalisms as po- 
litical persecution and as a cover-up 
for increased genocide against the Puerto 
Rican nation.

RICO Grand Jury 


In the last few weeks, the RICO 
grand jury has escalated its attack 
on the New Afrikan Independence Move- 
ment by subpoenaing three additional 
people to appear before it. The 
first, Aisha (Deborah Bruckner) was 
subpoenaed in early September. When 
called before the grand jury, she 
maintained the stand of non-collabora- 
tion and refused to testify. As a 
result she was imprisoned and joined 
the seven others already at MCC for 
refusing to collaborate with this 
"investigation" of the New Afrikan 
Independence Movement. 


In early October, the FBI Terrorist 
Task Force visited Eugenia Martinez, a 
friend of New Afrikan Freedom Fighter 
Kuwasi Balagoon. When she refused to 


talk to them and to submit to a lie 
detector test, she too was subpoenaed. 
Her appearance is scheduled for October 
18th at U.S. Federal Court. At the 
same time, former BAAANA member Dr. 
Richard Delaney was re-subpoenaed to 
appear before this grand jury. He had 
been subpoenaed in March at the time 
of the police raid on BAAANA's Harlem 
health center. It was in that raid that 
now-turned traitor Peter Middleton was 
also subpoenaed. After a political and 
legal battle, those earlier subpoenas 
were dropped. 


This current escalation shows the 
weakness of the state in their attempt 
to destroy the New Afrikan Independence 
Movement and the Black Liberation Army. 
They are clearly trying to turn another 
political activist into a traitor. They 
will not succeed. The Coalition fully 
Supports those who have been subpoenaed 
and reaffirms that only a stand of total 
non-collaboration will stop the grand 
jury.

enemy as zionism and imperialism and 
their road to liberation as peoples war. 
This was the steadfastness and conscious- 
ness that the zionists now confront and 
cannot defeat. 

A concentration of effort is focused 

, on the youth, “who are:victims of dis- 
location, war and the racist educational 
system run by the UN that obliterates. 
their history and culture. Enormous 
resources and struggle also go towards 
working with the families of martyrs-- 
the thousands who have lost relatives 
in the wars against zionism and as a 
result of terror attacks by zionists and 
fascists. I visited the Home of Stead- 
fastness run by the General Union of 
Palestinian Women for the children who 
lost their families in the massacre of 
thousands of Palestinian and Lebanese 
civilians at Tel al Za'atar camp in 1976. 
I talked to the women who worked there 
about the problems of raising children 
who had witnessed the murders of their 
families and neighbors. ‘Then I talked 
to the youths themselves who speak with 
complete optimism and pride in their 
commitment to the liberation of 
Palestine. 

Even among progressive forces with- 
in the u.s. left who have condemned 
"Israel's" genocidal invasion of Leba- 
non and support the PLO as the sole 
legitimate representative of the Pale- 
stinian people, there has been a ten- 
dency to depict this war as solely a 
horrible massacre of innocent people 
and to feed into capitulationist po- 
Sitions that seek an "honorable way 
out for the PLO." Legitimacy has 
been given to the recognition of the 
zionist state of “Israel", in exchange 
for the recognition of the "right to 
self-determination" of the Palestini- 
ans. ‘There has been a profound inabi- 
lity to camprehend the qualitative ad- 
vances that the Palestinian fighting 
forces have forged through this war as 
part of a much more protracted process 
of peoples war for liberation. Some of 
the most profound political and ideolo- 
gical lessons from my trip came fran 
struggling to understand more fully the 
content of the leadership of the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine 
(PFLP), within the context of the over- 
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all Palestinian resistance. Their 


- leadership has been critical to the de- 


velopment of the struggle: their con- 
sistent struggle to analyze the class 
forces within the Palestinian nation; 
struggling for the strategy of protrac- 
ted peoples war that relies on the rev- 
olutionary classes within their nation 
and is led by a proletarian party; 
fighting against capitulation and com- 
promise, shortcuts or reliance on re- 
actionary Arab forces; fighting for 
Marxism-Leninism and proletarian inter- _ 
nationalism; and always pressing the ~ 
armed struggle forward. 

It was the PFLP who recognized out: 
of the defeat of 1967 the necessity to 
stop relying on the standing armies of 
Arab regimes. They fought to base the 
struggle in the revolutionary classes 
within their society, to push the devel- 
opment of armed struggle leading towards 
the strategy of peoples war. This 
served to transform a defeat into a long 
term victory. Again, in 1973, it was 
the PFLP who led the fight against at~ 
tempts to recognize the state of "Israel" 
in return for promises of a mini-Pal~ 
estinian state. In so doing, they spoke 
to the aspirations and consciousness of 
their masses, who felt that such a 
settlement would sell out their thou- 
sands of martyrs who died fighting for 
the reclamation of the entire homeland. 

These principles helped advance the 
strategic fighting capacity of the Pa- 
lestinian revolution that led to the 
PLO's and IM's ability in the July 
1981 war to defend Lebanon while main- 
taining an offensive against the occu- 
pied territories, forcing "Israel" for 
the first time to ask for.a ceasefire 
from the Palestinians. Based in these 
same strategic principles, the PFLP has 
fought throughout this year against all 
attempts to weaken and sell out the re- 
sistance, exposing the Saudi “peace ini- 
tiative" as nothing but Camp David in 
different dress. In the face of the 
zionists' intensified expansion and 
moves to annex'67 occupied territories, 
the PFLP has counseled their struggle 
to remain steadfast and not to surrender 
anything, to reject any recognition of 
"Israel", and to concentrate on actively 
practicing protracted peoples war, giv- 
ing it priority over any other solution 
because this will mobilize the tens of

millions of the Arab nation to fight. 
They argued that the militancy of their 
masses fighting in the occupied terri- 
tories--waging genéral strikes, isola- 
ting’ and eliminating collaborators and 
facing zionist guns with stones—-had to 
be supported and empowered by the Pale- 
stinian gun in Lebanon. 

One example of their struggle for 
the strategic principles and practice 
of peoples war is their celebration of 
March 9 as Martyrs Day. In conmemora- 
ting the martyrs of the Palestinian 
struggle, they call for everyone to 
emulate their example? of steadfastness 
and sacrifice and take fuller responsi- 
“bilty for the struggle. 

The Front struggles consistently for 
revolutionary ideology and strategic 
, understanding among the people. They 
recognize that their struggle resides 

in the combative consciousness and com- 
| mitment of their exploited masses. This 
“is reflected in the work.of their mass 
“organizations within the camps. Every- 
one I spoke to who was responsible for 
„the mass organizations--from the Popular 
“Comittees that deal with the families 
of martvrs, to the doctor head of a cli- 
nic, to the head of their Women's Bureau, 
to the cadre responsible for a child 
care center they were building—all said 
the same thing. Though they strived to 
meet the basic needs of their people, 
they recognized that the needs could 
never be fully met without the libera- 
tion of Palestine; so their primary task 
was raising peoples' consiousness. They 
fought at ‘all times to rally their people 
„Rot just around the most broad, patriotic 
‘Slogans, but to empower them with a full 
analysis of the contradictions and con- 
„ditions of their struggle and by strug- 
gling for socialist principles and va- 
lues. At the same time, they demand 
the highest level of political con- 
sciousness, commitment and moral inte- 
grity fra their cadre, particularly 
their fighters. Their cadre school is 
known throughout the Arab and socialist 
“world as the most highly developed revo- 
“lutionary college to produce trained, 
ideological and motivated fighters that 
can give leadership to their struggle. 
Thinking today of the sacrifices that 
the masses cf Palestinian and Lebanese 


people are making in this war, I can 
more fully appreciate their dedication 
to ideology and fighting for a protracted 
view of their struggle. It can bear 
fruit in the fact that the zionists are 
not just facing the organized fighting 
forces: in Beirut, but the steadfast- 
ness and combative resolve of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of Palestinian people. 

Throughout my time in Lebanon, I was 
made aware of the fact that however im- 
portant the struggle of the Palestinian 
people in Lebanon was, the heart of their 
struggle is in occupied Palestine—that 
"all efforts point toward Palestine." 

The sacrifices being made in Lebanon 

are building the capacity of their whole. 
people and the exploited classes of the 
entire Arab nation to wage their pro- 
tracted peoples war for the liberation 
of Palestine. That is why the Palesti- 
nians can approach the realities of 
"Israeli" occupation in Labanon as an 
advantage for their cause. They say that 
before, they had to make great sacrifices 
to infiltrate the borders of occupied 
Palestine and strike at the zionist 
forces. Now the enemy is within their 
midst. 

It is important to understand all 
these political issues to appreciate the 
fact that the level of resistance shown 
in Lebanon did not arise spontaneously 
from oppression, but is the product of a 
long history of struggle, and strategic 
and political development. Like every 
point of crisis, this moment is filled 
with potential opportunity and dangers. 
Though the toll on the people has been 
extreme, there have been significant 
advances already won, which are a step 
in a much longer process that will lead 


_ toward victory. 


Now is a critical time to build mili- 
tant solidarity with the Palestinian 
revolution, to unite with their goal of 
the destruction of the zionist entity 
and the creation of a democratic secu- 
lar state, and to fight zionism and u.s. 
imperialism. The liberation of Palestine 
will strike a mighty blow against the 
system of u.s.-led imperialism and white 
Supremacy. In the development of .a mili- 
tant solidarity, we must also struggle 
to apply the lessons of the Palestinian 
strategy in our struggle here, for the

stand, stating: "The government that drop- 
ped napalm on Vietnam, that provides the 
cluster bombs used against civilians in Le- 
banon, and that trains torturers in El 
Salvador calls us 'terrorists'. The rul- 
ers who have grown rich on generations of 
slave labor and slave wages violently im- 
posed on Black people labels us as "crim 
inals'. The police forces of Amerika who 
have murdered 2000 Third World people in 
the last five years and who flood the com- 
munities with drugs say that we ‘have no 
respect for human life'. We are neither 
terrorists nor criminals. It is precise- 
ly because of our love of life, because 
we revel in the human spirit, that we 
became freedom fighters against this 
racist and deadly imperialist system." 


At every point in the opening of pre- 
trial hearings, Supreme Court Judge 
Robert Stolarik has attempted to prevent 
the freedom fighters from being able to 
fully wage the struggle in the courtroom 
as political prisoners and Prisoners of 
War. He denied their motions to repre- 
sent themselves; he threatened to hold 
in contempt attorney Chokwe Lumumba when 
he tried to leave the courtroom to go 
visit Sekou Odinga who was still being 
held in Queens; he denied motions brought 
by Kathy Boudin's attorneys to improve 
the conditions at the Rockland County 
jail and to do away with clearly uncon- 
stitutional prison conditions and regu- 
lations. 


The way the state intends to conduct 
this trial is not different from how 
they have conducted their "investiga- 
tion" all along — using massive police 
power, counter-insurgency tactics, 
lies, innuendo — trying to make the 
freedom fighters look like terrorists or 


criminals. But the demonstration 
on Sept. 13th of over 100 people chant- 


ing "BLA, Freedom Fighters, FBI, Night 
Riders" and "Death to the klan, Free 

the Land!" outside the courthouse in New 
City, coupled with the stand taken by the 
Freedom Fighters inside the court clearly 
defined the terms of this case. As the 
November BLA communique stated, "The com- 
rades in jail are not criminals. They are 
Prisoners of War and HEPOES. They are 
heroés struggling against RACISM, FASCISM

After Sekou Odinga gave his statement 
on Sept. 20th, the four Freedom Fighters 
indicated that they no longer wished to 
remain in court.

Judy 
Clark joined him shouting: “We are not 
participating ... we do not wish to be 
here... we don't recognize the right of.

Afterwards their attorneys attempted 
to leave as well since they were no longer 
needed as advisors in court. Judge Stola~ 
rik had his guards block the doors and 
threatened the lawyers with contempt and 
disbarment if they disobeyed his orders to 
remain. The attorneys took their seats, 
challenging the right of the judge to "hold 
them captive in the courtroom" and reiterat- 
ing the refusal of the Freedom Fighters to 
participate in the proceedings and to re- 
fuse legal representation. As Chokwe 
Lumumba stated: "I am not Mr. Odinga's law- 
yer. I am his comrade, a fellow citizen ® 
of the Republic of Afrika." 


This is an historic stand on the part 
of the Freedam Fighters -- one of the 
first times that New Afrikan and white 
anti-imperialist Freedom Fighters have 
totally refused to recognize the legiti- 
macy of the u.s. government to try revo- 
lutionaries in u.s. criminal courts. It 
follows the tradition and example set by 
revolutionaries around the world, and in 
particular the example of the 11 Puerto 
Rican POWs — qd ing to be treat- 
ed as Prisoners of War* and tried in an 
international court. In taking this posi- 
tion, they were able to seize control of 
the Rockland courtroom, to put the u.s.. 
on trial for its war crimes and genocide 
against Black and other Third World 
people.

testify before the RICO grand jury, the 
government has escalated its attack on the 
New Afrikan Independence Movement in issu- 
ing a new federal- indictment on Sept. 20th. 
This indictment, brought against Jamal

and Mutulu Shakur (all three already char- 
ged in the earlier indictment), also in- 
cludes Nehanda Abiodun, Sekou Odinga and 
Susan Rosenberg. Nehanda is a citizen of 
the Republic of New Afrika, was a member 
of the Committee to Defend New Afrikan 
Freedom Fighters and is a long time mili- 
tant in the New Afrikan Independence Move- 
ment. ’ 


Susan was a member of the May 19th 
Communist Organization, a committed anti- 
imperialist fighter, supporter of the New 
Afrikan Independence Movement and a doctor 
of acupuncture. Mutulu, Nehanda and Susan 
remain free, the targets of a massive fbi/ 
police hunt. This new indictment super- 
sedes the earlier one of March, 1982 and 
includes the Oct. 20th Brinks expropriation 
attempt and a charge of conspiring to mur- 
der Solomon Brown and Yvonne Thomas. Sol- 
anon and Yvonne have both given statements 
or testimony to the FBI Terrorist Task 
Force. Solomon's statement was forced.un- 
der torture, but he has recanted and said 
his statement was all lies. Yvonne is a 
diagnosed schizophrenic and has been in a 
mental institution for the last several 
months. It is clear that this indictment 
is based on information given by the 
traitor Peter Middleton.

"legal rights' I consider to be standing 
on my human rights." With this militant 
stand of total non-collaboration and non- 
recognition of the authority of the u.s. 
government over Freedom Fighters the 
comrades have defined the terms of this 
battle. As Kuwasi Balagoon pointed out 
in drawing a lesson from the massacre of 
the thousands of Palestinians, "A nation 
without its. army is defenseless." Sekou 
Odinga and Kuwasi Balagoon are part of 
the New Afrikan nation's army; Judy 
Clark and David Gilbert are anti- 
imperialist fighters.

After a year of government terror, «+ 
the U.S. was confronted with a stronger, 
more organized and more powerful 
movement. The "investigation" had not 
only failed in its goats but the very 
resistance of the Freedom Fighters 
had built more support for the New Afri- 
kan Independence Movement. 

The federal indictment reoresents a 
desperate attempt on the part of the 
government to regain the offensive. It 
is not a new victory for them. Besides 
the three Freedom Fighters already im- 
prisoned, Sekou Odinga, Chui Ferguson, 
and Eddie Josephs, the other three 
Freedom Fighters, Dr. Mutulu Shakur, 
Nehanda Abiodun and Susan Rosenberg, 
are free and struggling for the inde- 
pendence of New Afrika and the defeat 
of U.S. imperialism. 

Susan Rosenberg, in choosing to de- 
dicate her life to the defeat of U.S. 
imperialism, for the liberation of the 
oppressed nations and for socialism, 
gives us another revolutionary example 
to follow. She does represent the path
